Sees Need in Other Cities. 

The news of the decisions of clearing house 
‘associations in other cities to issue certifi- 
cates was accepted today as confirmatich of 
ithe views expressed by local bankers that 
the present financial condftions are general 
‘and not confined to New York. The crisis

According to what Secretary Cortelyou

Aid in Moving Crops. 

It is the purpose of the administration to 
facilitate the moving and sale of crops in or- 
der that the money which will be obtained 
from this source may be secured by the farm- 
ers and used by them to meet Weir obliga- 
tions, 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson said to- 
night that the farmers will get more money 
for their crops this year than they got for 
those of last year. The total value of all 
farm products in 1906 was 86, 794. 000,000. This 
enormous sum not only will mean that there 
will bé no hard times for the country, but 
that the prosperity which has blessed’ it for 
a dozen years will continue. 

Secretary Wilson is unable to see any 
danger in the financial situation, believing 
it is entirely confined to the speculative ele- 
ment in New York, and he is confident that 
the next few weeks will show that the farm 
and not Wall street is the real barometer of 
our financial welfare. | 

Crop Value Is Big. 

Secretary Wilson’s confidence that the 
total wealth produced this year from farm 
products will be greater than that of last 
year is based partly upon dhe fact that there 
is a scarcity of wheat and other crops abroad 
and this has contributed to the increase of 
prices. Crops at home will not be as large 
probably as those of 1906 except cotton. As 
Secretary Wilson said, everybody knows 
the price of meat has gone up, while the 
output of the packing house products’ has 
increased. 


Nation’s Cash Available. 

More cities are expected to authorize the 
issue of clearing house certificates tomor- 
row in order to strengthen the condition of 
their banks. The working balance of the 
treasury has been reduced to $20,000,000 as 
a result of the action of Secretary Cortelyou 
in depositing some $44,000,000 in the national 
banks of New York and Pittsburg. About 
$12,000,000 of government funds are in the 
hands of the disbursing officers. Probably 
Secretary Cortelyou can, with safety take 
$15,000,000 to meet emergencies during the 
coming week.

Policeman in Pistol Battle Behind 
Human Intrenchment. 


LIVING RAMPART ESCAPES. 


Jerks Himself Free and Joins Fight 
Against Man He Protected. 


With a prisoner as a shield Policeman Tim- 
othy Sullivan yesterday afternoon fought a 
street battle of revolvers with the pal of the 
man behind whom he was sheltered. 

The pal, seemingly heedless of the life of 
his friend, with two revolvers returned the 
policeman’s fire as they moved along for 
more than a block. Fearing for his life be- 
tween two fires, the animate intrenchment 
struggled desperately to free himself. Finally 
wrenching himself free, he drew his own re- 
volver and joined in the batile against the 
policeman. 

With his fortification goné and his ammu- 
nition also exhausted, Sullivan took refuge 
in a saloon, seeking a new supply of cart- 
ridges. Before he could reéquip himself hia 
two antagonists had made their escape. None 
of the many bullets fired took effect. 


Had Escaped from Court. 

The encounter occurred after Sullivan had 
arrested Ora Veit, 2 North Center avenue, 
sought by the police since his daring escape 
from the West Chicago avenue courtroom a 
month ago. As he was riding on a car the 
policeman saw Veit and Horace Simmons 
standing at Weat Lake and Carpenter streets. 
Jumping from the dar, he arrested Veit. 
Bimmons ran around the corner, 

The policeman searched Veit and found a 
revolver in his pocket. Dropping it into the 
pocket of his own coat, he started his pris- 
oner north in Carpenter street to a patrol 
box. He had gone less than a halt block 
‘when Simmons ran out at him from an alley 
and opened fire. 

Sullivan swung his prisoner between him- 
self and Simmons and drew his own weapon. 
Still holding Veit in front of him, he backed 
toward the patrol box, firing at Simmons and 
swinging his prisoner from side to side to 
keep him between himself and the other man. 


Urges Pal to Stop Firing. 

Veit called repeatedly to Simmons to stop 
firing. 

“Do you want to kill me, you fool?’ he 
shouted. 

At last he succeeded in breaking away. 
The policeman’s revoiver was empty, but he 
struck Veit with the barrel, cutting his head 
and knocking him into the gutter. 

As Veit fell he drew from inside his over- 
coat a second revolver, which the police- 
man in his hasty search had missed, and 
began firing: Sullivan reached into his over- 
coat pocket, drew the revolver he had taken 
from Veit, and fired, One of the bullets from 
Veit’s weapon passed through Sullivi.n’s 
overcoat and another hit his hat. 

When he had exhausted the cartridges in 
Veit’e revolver, Sullivan ran into a saloon 
and his antagonists fied. 

Simmons lives at Temple place and Huron 
street. He has had conflicts with the police 
on several occasions.

Protection for All Depositors. 

The rule requiring notices for the with- 
drawal! of savings is intended to be enforced 
to the letter. A depositor who tries to draw 
$5, or even $1, of his savings will be in- 
formed that he can get his money only after 
thirty days. This is for the reason that ali 
must be treated alike. At the same time the 
bankers unite in saying that no case of real 
distress that can be relieved by the cash in 
hand will be allowed to go without allevia- 
tion. ; a 

A savings depositor who has a real need 
for part of his funds may lay the details 
of his case before an officer of his bank, who 
will attempt to solve his difficulties. If his 
need of money can be satisfied with a check 
that can be sent through the avenues of 
business without disturbing the actual cash 
on hand the depositor will be assisted to 
make that disposition of the matter. 

A savings depositor who wishes to make 
a withdrawal will receive a slip representing 
@ thirty or sixty day notice. It even has cen 
suggested that these notices may be used u 
negotiable paper by the depositor in settling 
an unusual obligation. The person to whom 
he wished to pay money would take the 
notice and the pass book and collect the 
amount at the proper time from the bank.

Business Men Praise Action. 

Chicago business men, aside from the 
bankers, were a unit in nding the 
action of the Clearing House association as 
the best thing to do under the circumstances 
for the purpose of restoring public confl- 
dence. ... a hi „ 

“ The action was at first a surprise to me.“ 
admitted Franklin MacVeagh, “as I did 
not know it was contemplated. Upon reflec- 
tion, I believe it was a wise thing, especially 
as it has become a national movement. 80 
far as Chicago is concerned, it is purely a 
preventive and precautionary measure and 
has no relation to our immediate difficulties. 

“There has been an evolution in finan- 
clal policies in the last fifteen years, and 
especially in the matter of handling clearing 
house certificates. It was an action that 
individual banks oncé would have hesitated 
to take, but the sentiment has changed until 
it now has come to be considered a prudential 
measure solely. 

Everybody will recognize the trouble is 
primarily due to our national currency sys- 
tem. The national bank suggested by George 
E. Roberts in such a situation would do ex- 
actly as the clearing house associations are 
doing over the country. In New York the 
financial situation has become unreasonable, 
and under such circumstances the only thing 
to do was to erect some sort of a barrier. 

The movement to require a sixty day 
withdrawal notice for savings deposits 
makes the protection of the financial institu- 
tions and the public complete. 

There will be no unfavorable effect upon 
mercantile conditions. The policy inaugu- 
rated simply gives the banks time to settle 
their obligations. There has of late years 
been an indication that we are using up our 
capital too fast, and this is a conservative 
and wholesome lesson.”’ 


Wise Step, Says Armour. 

J. Ogden Armour said he considered the 
action of the clearing house association in 
the highest degree commendable. 

“It win restore confidence,“ he said, 
“ quicker than anything else. It was the 
wisest thing to do from every point of view. 
There is no danger of any injury to the finan- 
cial interests of Chicago or other parts of the 
west. The financial flurry is confined to New 
York. I look for a restoration of everything 
to its normal conditions in a short time.“ 

John G. Shedd approved the plan. 

“I quite approve the united action of the 
Chicago banks, through the Clearing House 
association,“ he said. ‘' It seems to me to be 
a calm, wise, sane decision, in keeping with 
the usual foresightedness of our banks. In 
no better way could the banks conserve the 
interests of the depositors. It is not the im- 
mediate money that the public wants, but to 
know that it is positively safe. There is no 
occasion for alarm in Chicago, but this wise 
action makes conditions doubly secure.“ 


Would Keep Money Here. 
Samuel W. Alierton added his approval of 
the action of the bankers, 

We must keep our money in Chicago,“ 
said he. “If it had not been for the action 
taken by the New York clearing house this 
would not have been necessary, but we had 
to do something for our own protection. 
There should not be the least apprehension 
of future conditions in Chicago, if people 
‘will but view the situation calmly. 
“There has been a shortage of money in 
New York and elsewhere, owing to the rapid 
growth of business. We haven't currency 
enough to meet changed conditions under 
which four times the amount of business is 
done as five years ago. The government 
should allow the use of railroad bonds as 
security for a banking currency upon £0 per 
cent of their valuation to relieve the condi- 
tion.“ 8 

Board of Trade Not Affected. 

The board of trade will not be affected, 
said Hiram N. Sager, president of that or- 
ganization. 

The entire community.“ said Mr. Sager, 
will commend the action of the bankers as 
one of prudence and good judgment. It sim- 
ply was the taking of necessary steps to con-

By this action of the bankers the de- 
positors will be secured and the prosperity of 
the community maintained as well as protec- 
tion afforded to our banking institutions. 


Kesner Indorses Action. 

Jacob L. Kesner said: 

“The action taken by the Chicago bankers 
was perfectly proper and the only thing 
possible in view of the course adopted by the 
New Yerk clearing house. So far business 
has not been affected and it will continue 
under the same prosperous conditions.“ 

Charles A. Stevens took a similamview: 

The action of the Clearing House associa- 
tion, I belleve,“ said he, will inspire gen- 
eral confidence. It will guarantee safety to 
the financial and commercial interests and 
-all classes of people. I don't believe it will 
have anything but a good effect upon busi- 
ness.“ 

John V. Farwell Jr. said: 

“It was a wise action on the part of Chi- 
cego bankers. It will prevent the diversion 
ot deposits. There is nothing wrong in the 
general financial situation except ag exists 
in the minds of the people, and will show 
the people that they all are standing upon 
common ground. | 

“I feel business will * as usual. 
Our own business is being conducted upon 
a larger and more profitable basis than ever 
before, labor is well employed, collections 
could not be better, farmers and all other 
classes of the industrial community are 
prosperous, and in short there is nothing in 
the world to give the slightest cause for 
alarm.“

Northwest Bankers Meet. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 27.—Representatives of 
the clearing houge banks of St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis, and Duluth this afternoon agreed to 
discontinue the payment of money on checks, 
certificates of deposit, or drafts, except for 
small sums, and for the present to discon- 
tinue furnishing money to bank correspond- 
ents. ; ; 

It was agreed, however, that banks should 
certify checks on balances in their hands 
payable through the clearing houses only. 
The savings banks and trust companies will 
require the sixty and ninety day notice. Pay- 
ment of checks and drafts through the clear- 
ing house will proceed in the usual way. 

A statement was isued after the meeting 
that the action was temporary only and was 
taken for the purpose of protecting com- 
mercial interests and of preventing a drain 
on the banks. \ 


Outlook Optimistic in Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 27.—The financial situ- 
ation in Pittsburg, notwithstanding a number 
of surprising and unexpected occurrences 
during the last few days, is viewed optimis- 
tically at the opening of the week by men 
prominent in financial and business circles. 

As to resuming operations in the Pittsburg 
stock exchange tomorrow there are several 
opinions. No official announcement has been 
made and the matter will not be definitely 
decided until after the board of directors 
meets tomorrow morning. 

The first statement of the Westinghouse

Peoria Quits Currency Payments.

Cleveland, O. Oct. 27.—The Cleveland 
Clearing House association has announced 
that it has provided for the issuance of clear- 
ing house certificates. It also recommended 
that Cleveland savings banks and trust com- 
panies should require the sixty days’ time 
notice provided for in connection with the 
withdrawal of savings accounts. 

Later representatives of the savings banks 
and trust companies met and decided that 
with the commencement of the business to- 
morrow they would require notice on all sav- 
ings withdrawals in excess of $50. 

No question of the solvency of Cleveland 
banks is involved, according to members of 
the committee, who stated that all the Cleve- 
land banks and trust companies are in good 
condition and none of them h sked for or 
needed assistance,

LONDON, BERLIN, AND PARIS 
OPTIMISTIC ON THE OUTLOOK. 


Situation Described as Rich Man’s 
Crisis and Poor Man’s Panic—Con- 
fidence in Morgan Expressed. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—While the sensation 
m rs here and in other European capitais 
ha seized on the crisis in New York to dis- 
credit American finance and financia! mcth- 
ods, there is a strong note of optimism in 
more reliable and saner quarters. Though 
acknowleging that the crisis is disturbing 
to the nerves of the flnangial world, it is not 
forgotten that the industrial and agricultural 
prosperity of the United tSates is extremely 
satisfactory. 

The crisis is alleged to have been due to 
“gamblers who have built up a tottering 
fabric of manipulation and chicanery on the 
broad basis of general prosperity.” It is 
pointed out that prosperity will be clearer 
for the removal of the rotten super- 
structure, and in the wreckage caused by 
the downfall of the gamblers investors wiil 
find more of an opportunity for picking up 
cheap sound stocks.” 


Berlin Thinks the Crisis Ended. 


BERLIN, Oct. 27.—The violent financial 
squall in the United States is regarded here 
as having passed as quickly as it came up. 
The great Berlin banks are assuring their 
customers that the crisis which for a week 
has gtipped New York is relaxing and that 
conditions in America are so sound that 
no deep seated consequences cad follow. The 
representative of powerful Holland financial 
interests, who happens to be here, has sent 
word to Amsterdam that now is the time to 
invest in American securities. 


Paris Expresses Confidence. 

PARIS, Oct. 27.—The prevailing opinion in 
financial circles here is that the worst phase 
of the crisis in New York is over, if it does 
not extend tothe interior of the country. No 
skepticism exists regarding the enormous 
wealth and resources of the country or the 
solid basis of its prosperity, and the utmost 
confidence is expressed in J. Pierpont Morgan 
and the coterie of bankers at the helm. The 
measures of relief taken by the clearing 
house in New York and by Secretary of 
the Treasury Cortelyou are also approved.

DENIS HOGAN DIES SUDDENLY | 


Secretary State Democratic Com- 
mittee Expires at Geneva. 


COUGHING SPELL IS FATAL. 


Was Four Times Mayor of His City 
and Acted as Arbitrator. 


Denis J. Hogan, secretary of the demo- 
cratic gtate central committee and member 
of the ptate board of arbitration, died sud- 
denly last night at his home in Geneva, III. 

Mr. Hogan had been ill with bronchitis for 
nearly a month, and for the last three weeks 
had bepn confined to his home, but had re- 
fused to remain in bed. The end, which oc- 
curred at 10 o’clock in the evening, was the 
result bf a hemorrhage of the lungs brought 
on by @ severe attack of coughing. : 


Interesting Political Figure. 

For many years Mr. Hogan had been an 

interesting figure in the politics of Illi- 
nois. He served four terms as the mayor of 
Geneva, leaving the municipal office over five 
years ago. 
He was born in Chicago fifty years ago and 
attended the old Dearborn public school, 
which stood opposite where the McVicker’s 
theater building now stands. He was grad- 
uated later from Notre Dame university. A 
few of his old school comrades are still liv- 
ing in Chicago and they tell many tales of his 
school pranks and ready wit. 

Mr. Hogan's father owned considerable real 
estate in Chicago and bequeathed to the son 
an independent fortune. About 1890 he re- 
moved to Geneva, purchasing a country 
place, Though he made a fad of chicken rais- 
ing, he retained his interest in politics and 
won his mayoralty campaigns because of 
persqnal popularity; as there were but few 
democrats in the town. He was elected each 
time ona citizens’ ticket. 

Of late, years, in addition to serving as the 
secr¢tary of the state democratic committee, 
he acted as treasurer. J 

He had been allied with the Sullivan-Hop- 
kins faction. 

He Was a member of the Elks and waa 
affiliated with local No. 4 of Chicago. He 
left a widow and one son and a daughter, 
Esther Margaret Hogan, who lives in Geneva. 


: Son Is in New York. 

The son, John Phillip Hogan, is 27 years 
old and is engaged in civil service work in 
New York. He is a civil engineer and has 
charge of a branch of the new water supply 
work. 5

QUAKE VICTIMS SUFFOCATED 


Many of Dead Found in the Fer- 
ruzzano Ruins Not Injured. 


DELAY IN WORK OF SALVAGE 


Destitute Refuse Money, but: Pitirully 
‘ Beg for Bread. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] . 

ROME, Oct. 27.-—It is officially stated that 
the villages damaged by the Calabrian earth- 
quake number thirty. The lists of the dead 
and wounded have not yet been compiled, but 
entire families are missing. It is feared that 
many persons are yet alive beneath the ruins 
of Ferruzzano. Cries for help were heard 
until yesterday. 

The bodies recovered are mostly mutilated 
beyond recognition. Several of the dead, 
however, were not injured and it is therefore 
argued that they were suffocated or died 
from exhaustion while buried in the ruins. 
Decomposition of the bodies is being hastened 
by the rain, which continues. A considerable 
number of cattle. and entire herds of sheep 
and goats perished. 


Refuse Money; Beg for Bread. 

The salvage parties are still insufficient. 
The arrival of reinforcements is delayed by 
the impassable roads. Food is lacking. The 
victims refuse money, but beg for bread. 


Half of Dead Not Yet Buried. 
Only half of thoge killed at Ferruzzand have 
been buried. The remainder are decomposing 
under the ruins. The delay in the work of 
salvage and the lack of food and medicines 
are entirely due to the isolated position of 
Ferruzzano, the state of the roads and the 
absence of railways, which neutralize the 
whole hearted efforts of the troops, who are 
suffering harsher hardships than if they were 

engaged in actual war. E

Of the great batch of amendments—near- 
ly 150 in all—which were prepared by a com- 
mittee of republican senators last week, on 
the advice of a party conference, it is 
thought, few will even be presented. Two 
changes that have been found necessary will 
be made without opposition. One is to make 
the bill conform to the law regarding the 
election of five county commissioners from 
the country districts in Cook county. The: 
other is to provide that only four of the five 
assessors shall come from any one city. 


May Save State Conventions. 


It is probable, too, that some sort of pro- 
vision will be added to the bill to insure the 
preservation of state political conventions. 
The senate committee on primary elections 
has been directed to draft such an amend- 
ment, and it is expected to be ready for pres- 
entation when consideration of the bill is 
resumed. | 

If the senate) passes the Oglesby bill with- 
out material change there is no likelihood 
of the house standing back on the matter of 
concurring in the senate amendments. 
Speaker Shurtleff already has stated that 
when called upon to name a conference com- 
mittee to confer with a like body from the 
upper branch upon differences in the primary 
bill, he will name three administration mem- 
bers from the republican side and Messrs. 
McGoorty and Daugherty, both ardent direct 
primary advocates, from the democratic side. 

Should the senate hold a night session on 
Wednesday and advance the Oglesby bill to 
third reading, jt can be passed by that body 
on Thursday. | It is not expected, however,

Foell his chence to ask 
the council te pase on the recommendation of 
the City club, that the telephone ordinance 
be postponed until it can be determined fully 
what the tunnel company is able to do, the 
premise being that if it is able to handle the 
telephone business of Chicago under its pres- 
ent erdinance there is no sense in granting 
another ordinance to the Chicago Telephone 

ompany. Out of this is likely to come any 

| om of fight. 


Special Meeting Is Expected. 

It now looks as if the consideration of the 
ordinance directly may be had in a special 
meeting called for that purpose. This would 
of necessity be the case if the plan of consid- 
ering it in committee of the whole is carried 
out. But this means fixing a date for the tak- 
ing up of the ordinance and that the company 
is not yet ready todo. In fact, the committee 
of the whele proposition fell into considerable 
disfaver on all hands yesterday. 

“ There has been some talk. " said Chair- 
man Young, of setting aside some after- 
noon for the taking up of the erdinance, but 
whether it will be dene or not I do not know 
now. Of course, if it is to be considered in 
committee of the wholea certain date must 


be named. 

But personally I do not believe the com- 
mittee of the whole arrangement would be a 

goo@ ene. Of course, if I were willing to ga vel 
the ordinance through it would be the way of 
doing jt, but I do not intend to do anything of 
the kind. I want the fullest consideration 
and all the roll calls anybody may ask for. 
So I do not see where the committee of the 
whote would do any good. 

It would be simpler to take the ordinance 
up im retular council meeting and consider 
it in the regular way. I do not think there will 
be any committee of the whole.“

mere than that ef the most necessary kind. 
A suggestion was made in aldermanic circles

The 
council usually adjourns on the death of one 
of its members, but te adjourn in memory 
of a former alderman is novel. There are 
times, however, when any reason is good 
enough for such an adjournment.
